“Nowadays the greatest naval fleet 
cannot guarantee the safety of its 
merchant fleet unless the enemy's 
gubmarine bases are destroyed. 

“A weak fleet is able to do much 
damage to its stronger enemy, thanks 
to submarines. 

“If the British didn't attack the 
North Sea ports of Germany it was 
due to the submarines. How moch 
more useful would these submarines 
be to America where its foes would 
have to cross the ocean. 

“Capital ships have lost their pow- 
er and the strongest naval nation 
cannot claim superiority. 

“The nation with a few capital 
ships can build expensive submarines 
which can kill the war spirit of the 
enemy in proportion to the damage 
they inflict and the fears they cause 
to arise of continual danger. 

“The submarine changes warfare, 
inasmuch as it places the attacker 
at a disadvantage. This would cause 
a nation contemplating war to draw 
back. Thus the submarine becomes 
a weapon which urges peace.”

“The events at Flensborg. the 
activity of Cachin and of the Tours 
congress speak for themselves, and 
in all of them the hand of Russia 
is apparent. We are all afflicted 
with Bolshevism and we ought to 
attack it. 

“I believe, however, that interven- 
tion must be international. For this 
there must be a radical change in 
the policy of Western Europe, for 
as long as France has not changed 
her attitude toward us, as long as 
England observes toward the Bol- 
sheviki an equivocal volicy, as long 
as America separates herself com- 
pletely from European affairs, we

small onions, twelve small round 
potatoes and half a cup of salt pork 
cut in small pieces. Boil until 
chicken and vegetables are tender.

The Los Angeles dry ordinance 


Mayor Snyder and Chief of Police 
Pendegast declared yesterday that it 
will be strictly enforced, even down 
to a close examination of all soft 
drinks sold in the city to ascertain 
if they contain one-half of 1 per 
cent or more of alcohol. Under the 
ordinance, home breweries are 
hanned, if discovered, and domestic

EXPANSION FOR 
HARBOR NEEDED 


Committee Says Trade Goes 
W here F acilities Are. 


Business Being Lost Today 
Because of Congestion. 


More Federal Structures. at 
Port Are Imperative. 


Strongly emphasizing the need for 
a quarantine station at Los Angeles. 
Harbor, and recommending that the 
government be pursuaded to con- 
struct such Federal! port facilitics as 


are sorely needed, while the city: 
does its utmost to develop the — 
bor to a point where it will mee 
the demands which are being made 
upon it daily, the Harbor Commit- 
tee of the Chamber of Commerce 
submitted its annual report to that 
body yesterday. 

In every particular the report 
touches upon a harbor, the business 
of which has outgrown its facilities | 
and apparently has nobody to pro- 
vide it with the things it urgently | 
needs. The port's rapid growth ts) 
briefly reviewed, and the committee | 
takes occasion to say that unfess the 
harbor is expanded in every par 
| ticular to accommodate the ship- 
ping which desires to come here, 
Ios Angeles Harbor is destined to 
fall behind in the present readjust- 
ment of maritime business. Busi- 
ness is going to San Francisco be- 
cauge there is no quarantine station 
here, the report insists, and con- 
tinuing it says: 

“The city of Los Angeles has thus 
far expended something more than 
$6,000,000 in the improvement of 
its port, and when present projects 
are completed, thes expenditures 
‘|will reach a little more than $16 - 
000,000. 

PRICE RISES HURT. 

“When consolidation with the har- 
bor towns was effected in 1909. 
program was adopted to expen 
$10,000,000 within ten years. If 
this program had been carried out 
at the then prevailing prices, the | 
port of Los Angeles would be far 
better equipped for commerce than 
it is at present. 0 

“Our shipping and commerce 
have increased to an extent probably 
unparalleled in modern history. 
Three years ago there were only six 
unimportant steamship lines out of 
this port to foreign countries and 
none at all to the Atiantic seaboard. 
Today there are thirty-four off-shore 
services. giving direct sailings to 
practically all parts of the world 

Nearly all of this great rush of 
| business has come within the last 
eighteen months, and it is still con- 
tinuing. More steamship lines are 
applying for space at the harbor and 
it is dificult for the Harbor Com- 
mission to care for them adéequate- 
ily. In fact, some lines are advanc- 
ing funds to the cit¥ with which to 
provide facilities. Oil shipped here 
midcontinent flelds is cased, 
and it must be stored at the harbor 
to await shipment. At present a 
space of 30.000 square feet in the 
steel shed of Pier No. 1 is available 
for accumulating these cargoes. It 
is only a fraction of the space need- 
‘ed, and with the coming of more 
of the big combi: tion freight and 
passenger vessels of the Shipping 
Board the coming year even this 
pace probably will not be ayailable 
tor the accumulation of oil cargoes. 

MAY BE DOZEN SHORT. 

“Two or three years are necessary 
to plan and build an adequate steam- 
ship terminal. At the rate com- 
merce has been growing here the 


past year. it is probable that more 
than a dozen such terminals will be 
urgently needed within that 
time. The improvements now 
planned in connection with widening 
the channel for which funds are 
available, will provide perhaps only 
three of these in three or four years. 

“The world’s trade routes are now 
undergoing readjustment. A tew 
years in the immediate future may 
determine the commercial suprema- 
cy of nations and cities for a gen- 
eration—possibly a century to come. 
Other ports are putting millions of 
dollars into port improvements, and 
Los Angeles must do likewise or be 
content to occupy a minor place in 
commerce and industry. 

“The United States government 
should be reuadee to adopt a pro- 
gram for the construction of Federal 
port facilities here that will equip 
this port to caré for the commerce 
and travel that are pressing upon 


us. 
| COMPANIES COMPLAIN. 


“Every few days we are confront- 
ed with the lack of quarantine and 
immigration facilities here. Within 
the last two weeks a vessel was tied 
up in this port with a case of small- 
pox on board, the crew under quar- 
antine, and heavy expenses running 
against the ship. Constant com- 
plaints aré coming from steamship 
companies that they cannot risk 
landing foreign passengers at Los 
Angeles, because there are no im- 
migration facilities here to care for 
them. | 

“One immediate result is that 
buyers from Central America and 
Mexico are carried past our doors 
and on to San Francisco. Landing 
‘there first, these buyers usually place 
their orders there and do not visit 
Los Angeles at all. If they could 
land at Los Angeles, these people 
would prefer to do so, and Los An- 
geles then would get their trade, 
amounting to millions of dollars an- 
nually. 

“The program of the government 
should include the immediate recla- 
mation of the areas around Dead- 
mans Island, and the construction 
thereon of a quarantine station and 
immigration facilitics. Additional 
custome facilities also are needed.“

Taxi Driver Gulped Goodly

‘Bootleg prices will hold no 
awe for O. L. Little, a taxicab 
driver, from now on. Yester- 
day in Judge Willis's court he 
paid $100 for a lone drink 
which he had accepted from 
a hospitable patron.
